h the  events  of  the  past  year  afford  no  subjects  for 
striking  detail,  the  Committee  feel  they  can  come  before 
the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  friends  of  the  Bristol 
Asylum  fob  the  Blind  with  increased  confidence,  an 
congratulate  them  on  the  efficient  working  of  the  machinery  , 
by  which  the  cultivation  of  industry,  morality,  an  goo 
order  amongst  its  inmates  has  been  maintained  in 
Knowing  well  that  the  spirit  of  their  Rules  is  to  secure 
the  good  conduct  of  the  Pupils,  with  the  most  liberal 
attention  to  their  comforts,  the  Committee  feel  peculiar 
.ratification  in  reflecting  that,  in  the  twelve  months  just 
passed,  no  instance  has  occurred  to  make  them  think  they 
have  been  too  indulgent.  Reference  to  the  "Visitors 
Book”  will  afford  corroborative  comments  from  gentlemen 
connected  with  similar  Establishments,  one  of  whom 
observed  to  the  Master  who  accompanied  him  round  the 
house,  that  he  was  surprised  to  find  there  was  no  code  ol 
punishment  or  place  of  solitary  confinement  in  the  Asylum. 
Of  the  instances  of  misconduct  that  have  occurred,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  bring  but  very  few  before  the  Committee, 
and  all  of  them  have  yielded  either  to  the  voice  of 
admonition,  or  to  means  from  which  severity  has  been 

^The  following  extract  from  the  Report  of  your  Chaplain 
the  Rev  Wm.  Knight,  in  reference  to  the  scriptural 
instruction  of  the  pupils,  and  the  progress  they  have  made, 
will  not  fail  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Meeting : 
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“ I have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  the  progress  of 
your  pupils  in  their  scriptural  instruction  during  the  last 
year.  I have  continued  my  Lectures  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  every  week  affords  me  gratifying  proof  of  the 
lively  interest  which  the  pupils  take  in  them,  and  of  the 
remarkable  intelligence  which  many  of  them  evince  in  the 
catechetical  examinations.  I have  also  the  pleasure  of 
giving  a very  satisfactory  account  of  the  course  of  reading 
which  they  have  been  pursuing  under  the  direction  of  the 
Master.  The  first  class  of  male  pupils  have  read  from 
Daniel  to  Malachi,  and  are  able  to  give  a very  intelligent 
account  of  nearly  the  whole  of  these  prophetic  books.  The 
second  class  have  read  about  half  of  St.  Matthew's  Gospel, 
with  which  they  appear  to  be  well  acquainted.  The 
reading  of  the  third  class,  who  are  but  beginners,  has  been 
chiefly  confined  to  the  book  of  Ruth. 


" The  senior  female  class  have  read  the  whole  of  the 
minor  prophets  and  the  two  first  gospels,  and  they  are 
now  in  progress  through  the  third  ; and  they  have  shewn 
very  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  greater  part  of  this 
large  body  of  scripture.  The  next  class  have  read  the 
two  first  gospels,  and  have  a very  fair  acquaintance  with 
he  contents  of  them.

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and  are  most  valuable  assistants  to  me : the  former  is 
learning  to  read  music  from  embossed  notation,  and  will, 
ere  long,  be  able  to  instruct  a class.  A preparatory 
musical  catechism  is  now  read  in  the  school  room  under 
her  guidance.”  There  has  been  no  novelty  in  voices 
during  the  past  year,  but  several  pieces,  both  sacred  and 
secular,  have  been  learnt,  especially  " Cast  thy  butden 
and  “ Lift  thine  eyes,”  from  the  "Elijah"  of  Mendelsohn; 
and  the  beautiful  but  difficult  chorus  "He  watching  over 
Israel,"  from  the  same  oratorio,  is  now  under  study.  Some 
of  the  pupils  give  much  attention  to  musical  composition, 
and  the  following  anecdote  will  show  that  a right  spirit, 
the  inherent  love  of  music,  prompts  the  cultivation.  Mr. 
Barrett  says : — 

" One  day  hearing  a voluntary  on  the  organ  with  which 
I was  unacquainted,  I enquired  of  the  player  the  name  of 
the  author,  who  surprised  me  by  saying,  ‘ Robert  Burnett, 
(one  of  the  pupils,  only  16  years  of  age.)  A march 
composed  by  another  (Richard  Parminter),  is  played  by 
the  brass  band,  and  a chant  by  him  was  used  a few 
Sundays  since  for  the  ' Venile,'  in  the  chapel  morning 
service.”  Mr.  Barrett  concludes  his  remarks  by  saying, 
that  he  had  endeavoured  to  gratify  the  expressed  wish  of 
the  pupils  to  know  something  of  secular  music  by  teaching 
them  a selection  from  Mozart,  Haydn,  and  Rossini , and 
savs,  “ I am  tempted  to  think  the  blind  may  learn  any- 
thing that  I could  teach  them,  and  I am  only  sorry  my 
occupations  do  not  permit  me  to  spend  more  time  among 
them.” 

That  practical  skill  in  music  is  not  neglected,  may  be 
inferred  from  a playful  remark  made  by  Henry  Holly  (the 
assistant  organist),  who  lately  visited  Caine,  his  native  place. 


where  he  was  requested  to  conduct  the  morning  choir.  Re- 
lating this  circumstance  on  his  return,  oneof  his  companions 

asked  him  “If  he  played  the  people  out  ?”  To  which  he 
replied,  “No,  they  would  not  go." 


Four  pupils  are  now  nearly  qualified  as  organists,  in  addi- 
tion to  three  or  four  already  established— one  of  the  number 
now  plays  on  Fridays  at  Clifton  church,  and  is  reported 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hensman  as  giving  great  satisfaction. 
This  practice  will  be  most  beneficial  to  the  voung  man,  as 
it  will  prepare  him  for  similar  duly  in  his  own  parish,  in 
which  he  has  some  hope  of  becoming  organist. 

Pleasing  incidents  have  occurred,  not  unworthy  of 
record,  which  shew  that  the  blind  duly  appreciate  good 
conduct  and  amiability  of  disposition  among  themselves. 
In  one  instance,  the  males  subscribed  to  assist  one  of  their 
fellows  to  visit  the  death  bed  of  his  father;  and  subse- 
quently made  a charitable  contribution  to  one  of  the 
porters,  who  had  been  kind  to  them,  during  his  illness.

at  Boston,  in  the  United  States.  I,  was  no  slight 
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gratification  to  them  to  hear  it  read  to  them  horn  an 
American  newspaper,  that  “ nothing  was  more  saleable  at 
the  Bristol  table  than  the  pretty  basket  work  made  at  the 
Blind  Asylum.  One  of  the  prettiest  of  these  articles  was 
purchased  as  a gift  for  Laura  Bridgeman.  lit  acknc 
ledgement  of  the  efforts  thus  made  by  the  pupils  m t e 
cause  of  the  slave,  the  Managers  of  the  Bazaar  presented 
them  with  a copy  of  the  “ Liberty  Bell,”  handsomely 
bound,  and  with  a suitable  inscription. 

Duriug  the  summer  the  pupils  were  indulged  with  an 
excursion  to  Newport.  They  were  much  amused  with, 
and  interested  in,  the  various  orders  given  for  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  vessel,  and  with  the  other  incidents  of  the 
voyage;  and,  having  their  brass  band  and  chessboards, 
they  passed  a day  of  much  enjoyment. 

When  the  procession  of  the  trades,  on  the  day  of 
i transfer  of  the  Docks  to  the  Corporation  of  Bristol  occurred, 
the  inmates  of  the  Institution  were  arranged  in  front  ot 
I the  building,  adding  to  the  gaiety  of  the  scene  by 
l displaying  various  articles  of  their  manufacture,  and  by 
occasionally  playing  pieces  of  music  on  their  brass  band, 
and  testifying  their  participation  in  the  interest  oi  tie 
occasion,  by  heartily  cheering  the  chief  magistrate  as  he 
passed. 

On  the  day  of  this  rejoicing,  a place  wuhm  the  gates 
for  witnessing  the  procession  was  willingly  conceded  to 
the  Pupils  of  the  “ Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution,”  and  about 
twenty-five  came.  The  Blind  were  greatly  pleased  at  the 
accommodation  given  to  those  deprived  of  the  power 
of  hearing  and  of  speech,  and  expressed  much  com- 
passion at  their  affliction.  Those  only  of  the  blind 
who  could  talk  with  their  fingers  were  able  to  hold  any 
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intercourse  with  the  deaf  and  dumb.  The  latter  commu- 
nicated their  ideas,  by  spelling  words  upon  the  hands  of 
the  blind,  while  our  pupils  talked  with  their  fingers  in  the 
usual  manner. 

Those  who  witnessed  the  meeting  of  these  afflicted 
classes,  and  observed  how  their  social  feelings  were  called 
forth,  and  how  much  pleasure  was  imparted  to  them  by 
the  lively  scene  around  them  through  the  medium  of  such 
different  inlets  to  the  mind,  could  not  but  be  deeply 
impressed  with  the  wise  and  kind  manner  in  which  a 
merciful  Providence  had  “ tempered  the  blast  to  the  shorn 
lamb.” 

The  health  of  the  pupils  may  be  said  to  have  been 
generally  good  during  1848.  The  removal  of  Ada 
Margaretz,  Caroline  Watts,  and  Benjamin  Cleal  have  been 
considered  necessary  by  your  Medical  Advisers,  on  account 
of  the  state  of  their  health.  One  death  only  has  taken 
place. 

Seven  males  and  three  females  have  been  admitted, 
atid  seven  pupils  have  left  the  Asylum — two  with  gratuities 
of  £ I and  £2  each,  and  six  with  £3,  the  highest  sum 
voted  for  good  conduct. 

It  will  undoubtedly  be  gratifying  to  this  meeting  to 
hear  of  the  well  doing  of  former  inmates.  Of  one  who  in 
1846  undertook  the  instruction  of  a blind  child  in  the 
higher  ranks  of  life,  and  whose  engagement  tenninated 
by  the  young  lady's  joining  her  parents  on  the  continent, 
her  employer  thus  writes She  has  fully  done  her 
duty  by  her  young  pupil,  who  has  benefited  by  her 
instruction  in  reading,  music,  and  knitting;  her  good 
conduct  has  made  Elizabeth  Hall  beloved  by  the  family 
throughout." 
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One  of  the  female  pupils  who  quitted  your  care  last 
year  was,  at  Christmas,  elected  teacher  of  basket  work  at 
the  Blind  Asylum  at  Exeter.  In  the  letter  mentioning 
this  circumstance  she  gratefully  says,  that  scarcely  a day 
passes  in  which  she  does  not  think  of  her  former  com- 
panions, of  the  kindness  she  received  at  Bristol,  and 
how  much  she  “ wished  to  hear  the  voice  of  her  friends 
again.  Her  home  was  at  St.  Day’s,  in  Cornwall,  where, 
(being  a very  intelligent  person  and  a most  thankful 
listener  to  reading),  she  had  suffered  much  mental  desti- 
tution, and  she  now  speaks  of  her  fervent  joy  at  being 
removed  to  a place  where  “ she  can  hear  reading  again.” 
Another  who  has  more  recently  left  has  been  in  full 
employ,  and  on  visiting  the  Asylum  for  a few  days, 
expressed  herself  most  thankful  for  all  the  kindness  and 
instruction  she  had  received  when  a permanent  inmate. 

Although  the  amount  of  the  Trade  Sales  is  somewhat 
less  than  usual,  it  is  not  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
that  it  has  been  caused  by  deteriorated  skill. 

A large  outlay  has  been  necessary  to  prepare  the 
building  for  the  reception  of  the  illuminated  clock,  and  an 
increased  expenditure  in  house  expenses  is  to  be  accounted 
for  by  the  high  price  of  provisions  in  the  first  half  of  the 
last  year.  Against  this  may  be  set  a considerable  sum 
received  from  legacies,  so  that  it  may  be  safely  said,  there 
is  nothing  in  the  accounts  to  occasion  uneasiness. 

All  the  comfort  and  advantage  that  was  anticipated  for 
the  blind,  from  the  erection  of  a clock,  has  been  realised. 
During  the  busy  employment  of  the  day,  as  well  as  the 
more  lonely  hours  of  the  night,  they  listen  with  the 
greatest  interest  to  the  striking  of  the  hours  and  quarters 
upon  its  fine-toned  bell. 
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Frequent  complaints  having  reached  the  Asylum  from 
pupils  who  live  in  the  rural  districts,  that  they  cannot 
obtain  a sale  for  their  manufacture,  the  Committee  have 
determined  to  allow  those  females  who  leave  the  Institu- 
tion with  a decided  mark  of  its  approbation,  to  send  their 
work  for  sale  to  Bristol,  the  proceeds  being  returned  to 
them.  This  is  a boon  which  has  called  forth  much 
gratitude:  one  pupil,  on  returning  thanks,  says,  “If  the 
favour  is  continued,  it  will  raise  me  from  a dependence 
upon  the  parish,  to  which  my  necessities  have  driven 
me;”  and  others  have  with  joyful  speed  prepared  their 
work  so  well,  and  have  sent  it  to  the  sale  room  in  such 
good  condition,  that  the  highest  prices  can  be  asked  for 
the  baskets. 

A late  visitor  from  Nottinghamshire,  having  mentioned 
that  he  was  offered  baskets  in  that  county,  twice  every 
year,  by  men  who  said  that  they  were  paid  for  their 
trouble,  and  that  they  forwarded  the  proceeds  to  Bristol ; 
it  may  be  well  to  take  the  opportunity  afforded  by  this 
Report  to  state,  that  no  one  is,  orever  has  been,  commissioned 
to  sell  baskets  on  the  account  of  this  Institution. 

The  attention  of  the  Members  is  invited  to  the  various 
articles  of  manufacture  now  exhibited,  and  especially  to 
the  hearth  rugs,  which  are  considered  to  be  much  im- 
proved, both  as  respects  the  weaving  and  the  introduction 
of  the  figured  border.

Candidates 
for  admission  must  in  all  cases  be  recommended  by  a Life 
Member  or  Annual  Subscriber.  It  is  also  a rule  of  the 
Institution,  that  each  person  recommended  by  a Subscriber  or 
Life  Member,  living  in  that  or  an  adjoining  parish  of  the  person 
recommended  (provided  the  other  requisites  are  satisfactory), 
be  received  in  preference  to  any  other  candidate. 

From  the  trouble  and  inconvenience  experienced  by  the 
Committee  in  obtaining  the  payment  required  by  the  Rules*  to 
be  made  in  advance  towards  the  board  of  the  Blind,  it  is 
required  that  previous  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate  the
